.More Eviilenre (riven -on the Miners' 
Side. 

Sornnton. I'a., Dec. (!.— The miners, 
having linished their attack on the C ixe 
mines in (he Ilazelton region today, 
turned tin' attention id' the commission 
to the collieries of (i. li. Markle & Co.. 
in the same locality. The witnesses for 
tho mine workers scored what appeared 
to be a telling point in regard to wtvges 
and other conditions prevailing in the 
mines of thw independent company. 
The principal witnesses called against 
'Mr. Markle was .lames Onlhtgher, who 
worked in the Markle mines for 30 
years. He claimed the wages -were so 
low that he was always in debt to the 
company, and that in 17 years he only 
once received money in wages, and that 
was $50. Ho also testified that he had 
to deal with the company's store, the 
only place where the miners could get 
credit, and that, the prices were from ten 
to twenty per cent, higher than in other 
places. The witness kept the court in 
good humor by his wit anil sharp an- 
swers to questions hv the lawyers. A 
12-year-old breaker boy was called lo 
tho stand, and gave testimony to show 
that ho was working at the Markle 
mines to pay off tli" debt incurred by Ids 
father, who was killed in the mines IS 
months ago. He received no pay, but 
was given due bills, showing how nincii 
his mother owed the company. The 
due bills also showed that the debt his 
mot her "was incurring, such as house 
rent, etc., was growing faster than ho 
could reduce it. 11s he was only getting 
four cents an hour. The conditions pre- 
vailing at the Lehigh Valley Company's 
mines -will be taken up next. The min- 
ers'' have a large number of witnesses 
they desire to call, and there is a,t this 
time no ind'efltion when the hearings 
will be concluded. Some of the oper- 
ators desire to place witnesses on the 
stand on their defence. Unless some 
agreement is reached on many points at 
issue, it i« I.Kel.v the hearings will run 
into next month. President Mitchell 
will leave here tomorrow night for Xew 
York to attend the regular meeting of 
the executive committee of the civic 
federation there on ^Monday. '

During a gen- 
eral melee which occurred at the space 
in front of Hie tribune, it was lound 
necessary to summon the military com- 
mandant of the Calais Bourbon with a 

plat 1 ol infantry, who forcibly ejected 

n\o disorderly members, who declined 
to retire utter an order for their tem- 
porary expulsion had been voted. The 
ultair was the outcome of intense feel- 
ing, which was aroused lately between 
tlie government's supporters and the 
minority. I lie government had desired 
to close pail. anient today for the holi- 
day recess, and this was resisted by 
1 a.- mummy, on the ground that the 
Cuanioer should remain in session to dis- 
cuss the budget. The feeling was iu- 
leusiried when Revisionist Deputy Gau- 
dier made a savage attack on the gov- 
ernment for its laxity in prosecuting 
parlies connected with the Humbert 
scandal. Even worse than this scan- 
dal, he declared was the state of anar- 
chy existing within the courts, within 
the police, and within the government. 
He called on Minister of Justice Yalle 
for an explanation of the affair. Tho 
minister made 1111 emphatic rejoinder 
declaring that the scandals of the re- 
public were far less numerous than 
those of the Empire, which still lived 
in memory. lie closed with the asser- 
tion that Frederick Humbert hurl been 
a Boitlaugist deputy. This immediately 
threw the Chamber into violent tumult, 
the members from the right shouting in- 
dignant denials. Amid the din Deputy 
Boutant, Socialist, exclaimed that Min- 
ister Ynlle's statement was a lie, and. 
was known to be a falsification of facts. 

President -Bourgeois sought to restore 
order, but in vain. The Minister of 
Justice, who had taken the tribune, was 
unable to proceed on account of the 
tumult, and resumed his place on the- 
ministerial benches. The group of min- 
isters now became the centre o£ an 
angry throng. Deputy SHveton, Na- 
tionalist, made his way toward the min- 
isters, and addressed them with angry 
imprecations. The friends of the min- 
isters and most of the left gathered J11 
the right space before the tribune and 
near M. Silverton, and the latter was 
soon seconded by scores of deputies from 
the right the two angry elements surged 
back and forth, exchanging blows with 
clenched lists. For several minutes this 
scene of riotous confusion continued. 
Premier Combes at Inst left his minis- 
terial colleagues and mounted the tri- 
bune in hopes that lie could be able 
to read n decree of the government sus- 
pending the session, but Deputy Cou- 
tant already held the tribune, and re- 
fused to vacate. Tlw Premier appealed, 
to President Bourgeois, who ordered M. 
Coutant to descend, but the latter again, 
refused and M. Combes withdrew, and 
four guards were summoned to conduct 
M. Coutant from the tribune. In the 
meantime the disorderly scenes on the 
lloor continued. Finding it impossible 
to restore order, President Bourgeois 
declared a recess. 

After a recess of 15 minutes the ses- 
sion was resumed, and the President of 
the Chamber called on Deputies Syive- 
ton and Coutant to apologize for their 
conduct. Coutant iaade the first re- 
sponse, declaring that he withdrew not 
a word of what he had said, and the 
disorder again broke out, but was 
quelled. President Bourgeois then asked 
the Chamber to act, and the order o£ 
censure was adopted with temporary ex- 
pulsion, all the members of the left, und 
a portion of the centre party voting for 
the order. As Deputy Coutant remain- 
ed in his place, the usual formalities of 
expulsion by force were adopted, and 
Col. Do Tiesseyre, commandant of tho 
military at the Palais Bourbon with a 
platoon of colonial infantry was sum- 
moned. The soldiers marched into the 
Chamber, and Deputy Coutant was es- 
corted out amid derisive cries from the 
government supporters and the cheers 
of the friends. 

Deputy Silvcton also declined tn make 
a retraction, declaring that Minister 
Yalle was the aggressor, and stating 
he had sent his seconds to the minister. 
(President Bourgeois thereupon referred 
the deputy's case to the Chamber, which 
voted censure, with temporarj expulsion, 
and the President requested M. Silvetou 
to withdraw, this the latter refused 
to do, and M. Bourgeois once more sus- 
pended the session temporarily, while, 
the military contingent again marched 
into the Chamber and escorted Deputy 
Silvetou out amid cheers and groans. 
Order was now fairly restored, and tho 
Minister of Justice mounted the tri- 
bune to finish his interrupted speech, in 
which he defended the government's 
course in the Humbert case, declaring 
that everything possible for the govern- 
ment to do in the matter hail been 
done. tPollowing this, the Chamber by 
a decisive majority of :!:'.(> votes to 13(1 
adopted an order of the day expressing 
confidence in the government. The de- 
cree closing the session for the recess 
was then rend. The seconds of Deputies 
Silvetou and Vnllo will make final ar- 
rangements for 11 meeting for the prin- 
cipals on Monday. 



OLIVER MeCLAIItY DEAD. 

He Was Founder of a Great Canadian 
Finn.

At 0:03 o'clock he was given 
a suucutnnous saline transfusion in or- 
der to stimulate his kidneys, which were 
failing to perform their proper function 
at 5 o'clock In the afternoon. The 
heart became weaker and weaker, but 
llie patient retained consciousness uutll 
11 o'clock, when a complete coma came 
on. At the bedside, when he died, were 
.Mrs. Reed and Miss Catherine Knox, 
the physicians and nurses. Mr. Ueed 
passed away peacefully and without 
pain. No arrangements have been 
made for the funeral. 

Thomas Brackett Ileed was bom at 
Portland, Maine, October IS, 1839.

CUBAN TREATY. 

Protocol Will Likely Be Signed Tomor- 
row. 

Washington, Dec. (>.— It is learned 
that the document which Gen. Bliss and 
the two Cuban commissioners are ex- 
pected to sign in Havana next Monday 
is really a protocol, having the outlines 
of a reciprocity treaty which will be ac- 
ceptable to the government of the United 
States and Cuba. This will come to 
Washington and hero Secretary Hay und 
Minister Qucsadn will frame and sign 
a formal treaty giving effect to the 
projects contained in the protocol. Gen. 
Uliss has hit upon a plan whereby the 
United States can be given a preferen- 
tial rate ill tho proposed treaty without 
encountering the objection that this 
would be in violation of the favored na- 
tion clauses in Cuba's treaties with other 
powers yet to ho made. This plan is to 
have the treaty upon the existing rates 
of duty, as to imports from tho United 
States, and to then have the Cuban con 
gross pass another tariff act raising the 
duties .from ten to eighty per cent, on 
imports from countries other than the 
United States. 

The eleven Cuban children who have 
been detained at New York for several 
weeks by the immigration authorities, 
•were released today by the treasury de- 
partment and they will immediately 
proceed to Point Lima University Bro- 
therhood school in California. This de- 
cision was reported nfter a hearing at 
the department today, at which counsel 
for the Geary Society of New York, 
and persons interested In the school,

■closed doors, hut it developed the fact 
that the school is not objectionable in 
any wny.

; Columbia, like most buildings, 
> other means of ventilation other 
han by opening the windows, and at 
times became iusiiffernbly close and hot 
to the detriment of the health of those 
cnutiued WUhin its walls. The system 
known as natural ventilation was en- 
tirely precluded by reason of the con- 
st ruction of the building, anil tho ex- 
pense and disturbance that would have 
been necessary to provide for it. The 
system adopted by the bank's architect 
is entirely mechanical, plenum, and ex- 
haust, with the aid of electric funs of 
high efllcieucy. 

The supply of fresh air is drawn into 
and forced through the plenum chamber 
by a powerful electric fan, and delivered 
through carefully graduated pipes, and 
of the existing radiators, through 
h it is distributed warm to the 
the rate of about two thou- 
sand cubic feet per minute. Tho spent, 
or foul air is exhausted by similar means 
from all parts of the area of the bank, 
collected through about 20 openings into 
carefully graduated flues, and discharged 
by a similar fan into the outer air, thus 
securing the entire change of the air 
in the bank twico every hour. 

For slimmer use the air is sprayed and 
cooled in the plenum chnmber, and de- 
livered fresh and pure to the bank.

$-00,000, Secured Unon the Sewer 
Uenials aud Sewer Hates, with the 
Guarantee of the City ot Victoria. 

WHEREAS It Is intended to borrow, 
upon the security ot the sewer rentals and 
sewer rates or tax Imposed by By-Law No. 
400 of the City of Victoria, passed ou the 
— it li day of November, 1002, with the 
guarantee of the city, the sum of $^00,000, 
to be expended Iu the extension of the 
sewers within the City of Victoria. 

AN'D WHEREAS the amount of the tsaid 
rentals, rated or tax chargeable fur the 
year 1003 is estimated at $10,500. and uo 
Incumbrance has heretofore beeu created 
upon the same. 

AN'D WHEREAS the moneys borrowed 
will be primarily charged and secured 
upon the Raid rentals, rates or tax. 

AND WHEREAS the total amount re- 
quired to be collected annually upon the 
said sewer rentals, rates or (ax to pay the 
Interest upon the wnld debt of $2uO,000 and 
to repay the principal debt by sinking 1 fund 
within 50 years Is $0,310, and it Is not 
estimated that there will be any de- 
ficiency, 

AND WHEREAS It Is proposed to bor- 
row the said snin of S200.0C0 upou deben- 
tures as hereinafter appearing. 

AND WHEREAS by the said recited Br- 
Lnw No. 400 the fiald sewer rentals nud 
sewer rates or tas when received are 
directed to be carried to a joint fund

2. It shall be lawful f,,r the Mayor of 
the Corporation of the City of Victoria to 
borrow upon the security, primarily, of 
the said sewer rentals and rates or tax, 
nnd by way of guarantee upon the credit 
of the said Corporation, by way of the 
debentures hereinafter mentioned, from 
any person or persona or body or bodies 
corporate win, may be willing to advance 
the same as a loan, a snin of money not 
exceeding In Hie whole th,' sum of 
$200,000, currency or sterling money (nt 
th,- rate or 4.81! 'J .'I dollars to the one 
pound sterling), ami |„ cause all such 
sums so raised or received lo be paid into 
lb,- bands ,,f the Treasurer of the said 
Corporation, for the purpose and with the 
object hereinbefore referred to. The said 

guarantee of the City to h ntained In 

die sulci debenture* >hnll he in the follow- 
ing terms, or as nearly thereto ns may be:

Tlie Week's Gossip of the Fra. 
ternal and Secret 
{Societies. 



Uizeh Temple, A. A. O. X. M. S. tho 
iiilunt temple of the ortler will hold its 
iirst ceremonial session on December 
IS in this city. A largo number of 
nobles from tho sister temple, Afili, Tn- 
comn, will ho present. J, (1. Camp- 
bell, potentate, with a full staff of olli- 
cors will be present to conduct the ccre- 
niouies. Quite a number of the nobles 
will also be present, among them J. 
Arthur, grand master of Washington; 
J)r. Woltlon Vomig. Rev Mr. Mathews, 
II. Biglow, it. Sax Jones, Frank Par- 
ker to assist. The local nobles are pre- 
paring to entertain them in style. 

Tho order of the Mystic Shrine is of 
'Arabic origin. It had its beginniuy 
among the devout followers of Moham- 
med, the great prophet and founder ot 
tlie Moslem faith. It was horn in Mec- 
ca, tlie holy city, which guards the sep- 
ulcber of the prophet with loving care. 
The Kalif Alee, son-in-law of Moham- 
med, has been given tho honor of found- 
ing the order, and the time places in the 
year of the Hegirn 25, A.I). CoO. The 
instituting of the Mystic Shrine by tho 
nobility of Mecca was not for the fur- 
therance of dogmas and customs of tlie 
Mohammedan cult, but to safeguard tho 
city of Mecca and to protect its people 
from the depredations of tho lawless 
elements surging upon tho municipal- 
ity in connection with the great cara- 
vans crossing the desert to visit the 
tomb of the prophet. Most of the pil- 
grims were religious devotees, who were 
law-abiding, and from whom the citi- 
zens of Mecca needed no protection. It 
was from tramps and camp followers 
of tho vast caravans that danger came, 
and it "was algainst them that the best 
men of Mecca were obliged to organize. 
For many years tho original Shriners 
•did excellent service as reformers. As 
the decades multiplied, lawlessness was 
stamped out and order was enthroned in 
unquestioned sovereignty. It was at this 
period that the nobility of Mecca 
changed the character and purpose of 
the Mystic Shrine by giving to their 
self-protecting organization a social 
character. By degrees the Mystic 
shriners became well aad favorably 
known throughout tho world. For sev- 
eral hnudred years the membership of 
the Shriuo was exclusively confined to 
the Arabs of distinction. Subsequently 
without regard to race, men famous in 
tlie lore of the times and distinguished 
for scholastic attainments, wero admit- 
ted to membership, provided they pro- 
fessed the Moslem faith. Afterwards 
even this exelusivenese was only par- 
tially maintained. Cultured persons of 
all nationalities, without regard to re- 
ligious belief, wero impressively initiat- 
ed and enrolled ns members. To all 
who were initiated patents of nobility, 
elegantly engrossed in Arabic characters, 
were presented. 

Tho first American to bo thus honoied 
was Dr. Walter M. Fleming, a citizen 
of New York, past command, r 
of Columbia CVimmnndory No. I, 
and a 320 degree .of S. It. 
M. A noted archaeologist, Dr. Flem- 
ing -was thrown in contact with men 
from tho Far East, and becamo ac- 



j was initiated with impressive ceremony. 
! As an additional honor, he was cm- 
, powered to introduce the order on Am- 
erican soil, and to est n Idisli temples as 
agreeably with his ideas of fiiuoss. In 
accordance with permission granted him, 
i Pr. Fleming, on his rot urn to the land 
of his nativity, discussed the Mystic 
Shrine with representative Masons, and 
the result was that steps were taken for 
instituting Mecca Temple in New York 
city. This was accomplished September 
211, 1S72. The temple today has a mom- 
'br'-<hip of H.TfW nobles in good standing. 

There are now S5 temples of the or- 
der in the principal cities of the United 
Staites, Cannda having but threi — Ita- 
mcses Temple, Toronto; Karnak Tem- 
ple, Montreal, and Gizeh Temple, in this 
cite, which was institute,! September 
1(1. lOO'J, and will hold its first cere- 
monial session on December is. An offi- 
cial notice to that effect is tow being 
mailed to the different cities (a notice 
which has been very favorably com- 
wented on). It i« expected that nuite a 
number of the order will pay Gizeh a 
visit, and prepn rations are being made 
for their entertainment. It is weil 
known that there is no order extant 
which goes iii for royal times mi a h'lrh- 
or .plane than does thin Ancient A ru lii • 
Order <,f Nobles of the Mystic Shrine. 
The initiations are marvelous, a blend 
of the solemn and the entertaining, 
eclipsing in impressiveness the cere- 
monials of any other order. Tin' cos- 
tumes of the officials are magnitude, 
and their official, or rather ritualist:,' 
utterances border on the sublinio . The 
musical features are superb, and the 
feasts are renowned for excellence. In 
America the trend has been toward the 
realization of tlie highest ideals of en- 
joyability within the order. Throughout 
masonry the solemn and impressive ob- 
tain. Everything therein is on the line 
of cathedral service, the lessons are pro- 
found, the teachings are in philosophi'' 
phrases, and deal with the issues of life 
and death. The Mystic Shrine is not 
a Masonic order, strictly speaking, but 
is Masonic in this, that only Masons 
are eligible to membership; ami in the 
Shrine there is a departure much appre- 
ciated by those attached to the solem- 
nity of "Masonry; for while there is no 
abandonment of principle, the order not 
only teaches grand truths in spectacu- 
lar ways, emphasizing principles too 
frequently trampled under foot in tl»e 
rush and struggle of daily life; but the 
lighter and brighter side of things is 
made to appear; but its grand und mys- 
tic purpose can only be known to tlie in- 
itiated. 

The prerequisite for membership in the 
order is that of a knight templar or thir- 
ty-second degree A. A. S. It. M. 

Gizeh Temple will open wide her gates 
to the nobles on tlie 18th, and will en- 
deavor to guide the weary sons of the 
desert safe across tho hot sands on tlie 
road to Mecca.

CIVIC MATTERS 

TOUCHED UPON 



Candidates For the [Vlayoraliiy 
Cross Swords Preliminary 
to Combat. 



It was impossible in th" hurried report 
made of the lute speeches at the I'io- 
neer dinner on Friday evening to publish 
at leugth the remarks made by 
.Mayor Hayward and Aid. IMeCandless 
in reply to the toast '•The Mayor and 
City Council." They were, however, 
unite interesting in view of the early 
approach of the municipal elections. 

The Mayor, in alluding t.> the hearty 
reception (with musical honors) with 
which the toast had been received, said 
it was very gratifying to feel and know 
that the labors of the Council were 
so thoroughly appreciated. He con- 
fessed, however, that at this time he 
found it difficult to determine what he 
ought to say, and he would frankly tell 
the reason why. It had been his privi- 
lege to serve the city for nearly three 
years. During that time the ratepayers 
had in a most marked way approved of 
sugestious in the direction of progress 
and for making the city attractive to 
tourists by voting large sums of money 
for that purpose. Unexpected and un- 
avoidable difficulties, however, had in- 
tervened to prevent the completion of 
these works, which at a fitting time and 
place would be fully explained. Ho had 
publicly expressed a wish that bo might 
be privileged for another year to hold 
office and see the consummation of these 
enterprises. This announcement was 
immediately followed by another to the 
effect that the seat would be contested, 
and the two newspapers immediately 
commenced the campaign. The election 
then being a long way off, it was agreed 
between Aid. McCandless and himself 
that as far as they were concerned the 
campaign should hot commence until 
after New Year.

Steamer Shawmut, the big carrier of 
the Boston Steamship company, is due 
from her maiden trip to Manila, lloug- 
kong, and other points of the Orient, 
whither she carried a cargo of IS, (RIO 
tons from Tacoina and Victoria. The 
Shawmut, which is one of the largest 
freight carriers on the 'Western Ocean, 
made a. slow pticssuge to the Orient. 
When she was at Kobe on her outward 
voyage, a sampan containing a number 
of Japanese was capsized and several 
drowued. The Shawmut is bringing a 
cargo of hemp, tea, matting, rice aud 
general Chinese and .Japanese merchan- 
dise, as well as returned stores from 
the Philippines. She will sail on her 
outward voyage on December 2U 

Steamer Olympiu, of the Northern 
Puciitic line will wail on Monday from 
the Outer docks for the Orient, with a 
large cargo, consisting for the most part 
of cotton, machinery, tobacco, beer, 
Hour, etc. She will have a large num- 
ber of Chinese steerage passengers 
bound home fur the New Year holidays, 
which are commenced in February next. 
The steamer I'uke of Fife of this line- 
is due from Yokohama via Honolulu. 
She is the iirst boat of the line to make 
the run from the Orient io Victoria via 
the Hawaiian islands, having sailed from 
Yokohama lor Honolulu on November 
IT. She carried .1 large number of 
steerage passengers to Honolulu. The 
steamer Kuipross of India, which sailed 
I'mm Yokohama on November '_'N for 
this port is due lit tho Outer docks 011 
Tuesday. She is bringing over one 
million dollars' worth of silk and a fair 
general cargo. The steamer Tacoina, of 
the Northern Pacific line, is also en route 
across the ocean from Yokohama, and 
is due here on Saturday next. Tho 
Lyra of the Hoston Tugboat company 
left Yokohama 011 Friday for this port, 
and is due on the 20th. 

Some time ago it was uoted in these 
columns that negotiations were being 
carried on by the Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
company for the purchase of the Brit- 
ish steamer Glamorganshire, formerly 
owned by the Shire line, and lately by 
Jenkins & Co., of Kobe. The sale has 
been made, the Japanese line paying' 
$250,000 for tho steamer. The Glamor- 
ganshire is a vessel of 4,353 tons gross 
ami 2,820 tons net; 375 feet in length; 
and was constructed in England only 
two years ago. The Nippon Yusen Kai- 
sha desires to place the steamer on the 
Bombay run.

A young Montreal officer has had 
some experiences of peace times that are 
as interesting us many episodes of war.

My trip into the SoutUpansberg moun- 
tains was interesting. i tool; my ser- 
vant, a corporai and an interpreter.

A man called Kaiubiau is now 
acting chili* or king ot the Bureuuu 
tribe. The sergeunt at the fort sent 
dtaiubiau word mat i was going to visit 
liitn. £5o Hambiuu sent men to the loot 
of the Rill to meet me and to pack my 
blankets, etc., up to the mountain. 
Utambmn scut in a Herald to ask if he 
was welcome, as he wanted to pay his 
respects to the white caief. 1 sent uaclt 
word ho would he welcome; so he came 
up with live of his staff. I sat on a 
biscuit box in the ccuue of Die ioii, una 
those men, headed by ltainbiuu, came 
iu towards me with their hats thrown 
on the ground, their hands in the air, 
shouting, "Tu coss," "Tu coss," which 
means chief.

I. ., a' Mr. ( Ixley. do- second commander; 
Mr. (Tee, the chief engineer; and th ■ 
first commander, who, however, had 
been ill and was put n shore the day 
before the dis.-i-.ter in order to recuper- 
ate. They were employed under iu;i- 
traet to work the vessel. 

One of my informants thus relates the 
story: 

"On September 2 the Crete-a-Pierrot 
stopped the German steamer Marko- 
maunlu and seized the arms and ammu- 
nition Unit she was carrying to Cape 
ilaytien for tienerul Nord Alexi's army, 
but beyond taking these arms tlieOreto- 
a-l'ierrot did not molest the (ierman 
steamer. The Knglish oUicers on board 
the I'rete-u-l'ieriot drew Admiral lvil- 
lu-k's attention to the fact that as he 
bad not complied with inleruiltiounl law 
its regards making the blockade of (he 
Cape constant ami effecti' e, lie had no 
right lo interfere with loloigli enm- 
merce, but he replied that lie 'knew his 
business.' 

"The Crete-a- 1'ierrot then proceeded 
to (ioiiaivcs, arriving there on Septem- 
ber -l, unci having beeti running con- 
stantly lor over three mouths. As the 
boilers had to he examined, the fires 
were put out. On the morning nf Sep- 
tember (i Admiral Killick invited us to 
breakfast at bis house. He bad no idea 
that the ship would I.e interfered with; 
in fact, lie received that very morning a 
message to the effect thai both (In-many 
and tn.- L'uiled States would remain 
neutral. (hi receiving tins cheering 
news the Admiral said lo us: 'This is 
excellent news; we will have a grog 
on t he strength of it.' 

"We w.-i-e all ashore when the Ger- 
man cruiser Panther tired the iifst gun 
at l 1 iiU a. in., having entered the port 
with no Hag llyin.f, only hoisting her 
colors when close to the L'rete-a-L'ierrot, 
simultaneously with two signals which 
the people aboard tho Crete-a-Pierrot 
could not read, there being no code-book 
on board. 

"l-.ver.voiie hurried to return to Ihe 
Crete-a-Pierrot, and Admiral Killick 
immediately sent un officer to l he Pan- 
ther to buii-n the captain's intentions. 
'The officer returned in a few minutes, 
and reported that the Gorman captain 
refused to bold any conversation, hut 
that he gave the crew live minutes to 
abandon ami surrender the ship. A I 
this iitiiii the Panther was abreast of 
and about fifty yards distant from the 
Crete-a-Pierrot, and all her guns were 
maimed and trained on the Crete-a- 
1'ierrot. On first receiving the message 
Admiral Killick gave orders to charge 
all llie guns and prepare to light the 
ship, for which every one on board was 
ready, but before these orders could be 
executed Killick changed his mind, 

"lie was evidently turn by coullicling 
emotions. He did not care one iota for 
saying his life, but he thought if be 
fought the (ierman ship he would prob- 
ably endanger the independence of his 
country by calling down the wrath of 
the mighty German Empire. Vet had 
he had steam up and fought lie could 
have given :i go,,,] account of himself, 
since the Crete-a-Pierrot was far more 
powerfully armed than the Panther. 

"So with men carrying barrels of 
paraffin lie descended the forward hatch 
and poured the inilammnble oil over 
everything and set lire to it. The crew 
then became demoralized, 'Do not burn 
us, Admiral,' they cried. 'Let us light, 
but don't ask us to be burned to death.' 

'lAdunral Killick then gave orders f of 
the crew to abandon the ship. Fortu- 
nately there was a lighter alongside, 
into which the majority of the met! em- 
barked, otherwise there would have been 
great loss of life, as there were only 
three small bonis to take the crew, con- 
sisting of 142 .souls, ashore. 

"All endeavors to persuade the Ad- 
miral also to leave wore in vain. He 
would never be taken by" the Germans, 
'le said. He stood on the deck of the 
burning gunboat, revolver in hand, and 
warned us to get away.' 

"As the last boat pushed off an esplo-
